Short  lists  shall  be  made  by  the  clerk  under  the  direction  of  the  justice  having  direction  of 
the  lists,  and  shall  be  mailed  to  all  counsel  of  record  in  the  cases  thereon ;  but  failure  to  receive 
such  list  shall  not  be  a  sufficient  excuse  for  ignorance  that  a  case  appears  thereon.
